Re: Wireless Telecommunications Bureau and Office of Engineering and Technology Seek 
Comment on NextNav Petition for Rulemaking — WT Docket No. WT Docket No. 24-240; RM- 
11989 


Dear Ms. Dortch, 


Trident IoT, LLC (“Trident”) is a US semiconductor company based in Carlsbad, California. As 
a new entrant in the IoT market, Trident has made a substantial investment in developing 
proprietary silicon, software, and development tools that operate in the lower 900MHz spectrum. 
Implementing NextNav Inc.’s (“NextNav’’) proposal would disrupt our sales and necessitate a 
halt in product development by us and our customers until the industry establishes viable 
alternatives — a process likely to take years. During this period, Trident would be unable to 
continue operations and could be forced to terminate the majority of our US based employees. 
Our independent investors, who took a risk with a small start-up, would likely lose their 
investments or see their return on investment materially delayed and diminished. Not only would 
they suffer a loss, but they would also be hesitant to invest in other technology start-ups in the 
future. 


Our customers build smart security, energy management and aging in place devices that are 
crucial to the peace of mind of the American consumer. NextNav’s request that the Commission 
reconfigure the 902-928 MHz band (“Lower 900 MHz Band”) dismisses the needs of the 
millions of users who are dependent on devices that operate in this band. The Public Notice 
issued by the Wireless Telecommunications Bureau and Office of Engineering and Technology 
on NextNav’s Petition for Rulemaking (WT Docket No. 24-240) (the “Public Notice”) reiterates 
NextNav’s request for the Commission to remove “the current requirement that it not cause 
unacceptable levels of interference to Part 15 devices.” Public Notice p 4. The Commission 
states that it is “unclear regarding the extent to which the proposed reconfiguration would impact 
potentially millions of such (unlicensed part 15) devices.” Public Notice p 4. 
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We believe it is clear what will occur as a result of this reconfiguration. It will cause interference 
that will interrupt the operation of these devices — which means that security and life saving 
devices will fail to operate. The impact would range from hundreds of thousands of service calls, 
ranging in cost between $100 to $200 each, by the service providers of Security and Smart Home 
solutions, to a full system failure potentially when needed most and likely without advanced 
warning. Consumers will lose confidence that the devices they purchased will provide them the 
security for both their physical well-being and property protection for which they contracted. 
Businesses will be hesitant to enter into a market, or remain in the market, when they are at risk 
of having products randomly fail resulting in recall, potential litigation, and significant costs to 
support, without clarity, deployed products. This will result in fewer new entrants to the market, 
less competition and less options for consumers who have legitimate needs met by devices 
operating in the Lower 900 MHz Band. 


Reconfiguring the lower band would create significant disruption to the American consumer and 
American companies that have built their business to serve these consumers. We respectfully 
request that the Commission reject NextNav’s petition for a rulemaking and leave in place both 
the Lower 900 MHz Band plan and the important protections for part 90 unlicensed devices, like 
those developed by Trident and our customers.
